Light out of Darkness“

/.DAMs and the resolution and remarks of 


CI L. VALLANDIGHAM, published in 
yesterday's issue of the OoURiER-Jovk- 
NAL, without admiring the disinterested- 
ness with which they address themselves 
ä and good sense of the 

and the courage and 
— with which they counsel their 
own eesociates. Wiser or more 
earnest counsel has not recently come under 
the notice of the public. As a present- 
ment of existing facts, as a forecast of pos- 
sible perils, and as a remedy, the matter 
contained in these emanations of genuine 
Democratic statesmanship is matchless. 
It has the virtue of truth, the merit of 
clearness, and the guarantee of intrepidity. 
It is trustworthy matter, and none the less 
entitled to our confidence and respect be- 
cause it is, in each instance, singularly elo- 
cuent and epigrammatic. 

The situation of the country at this 
present time, the state of parties and the 
conditions of public opinion, and, above 
all, the peculiar attitude and particular 
elements of the Democratic organization, 
should impress upon the minds of the 
Democratic leaders the one lesson that 
equivocation is their greatest danger. They 
should be of the oak, not of the willow. 
They should learn that safety is not to be 
found by swimming with the stream o 
ebbing prejudices. That stream is indeed 
strong, and pressed forward by a torrent 
of warhke passions. But it has almost 
spent its force, and will presently empty 
itself in the gulf of oblivion. The Demo- 
cratic leaders should let it pass them by, 
bearing upon its surface the hopes of those 
who can only profit by the angry sptrit of 
civil feud; whilst they stand upon the 
highlands of peace and survey the altered 
aspect of affairs, able and willing to pro- 
vide for the needs of our own 
day and generation. It is for them to give 
the Radicals a monopoly in the business 
of agitation, they engaging in the duty of 
composing the strites of factions and the 
contentions of men. 

To be successtul, to be useful, to be char- 
acteristic, the Democratic party must be 
at once a party of movement and of peace. 
It must not be a party of proscription, 
imitating in its treatment of the blacks the 
same forms of animcsity and opprobrium 
which the Radicals practice against the 
white people of the South. It must be 
truly Democratic and broadly national, the 
party of the whole country, the party of 
the Constitution, as it is; strictly and fairly 
interpreted. 

Its leaders must realize this or we are 
Jost, and. they must adopt it with sufficient 
courage to act upon it and to promptly 
and vigorously punish the captious and 
itisubordinate. A single newspaper, like 

the Memphis Appeal, does more harm than 
a dozen Radical emissanes. A merely 
local question, like that of negro testimony 
in Kentucky, is a godsend to the Radical 
managers, The insolence of a handful of 
vagabonds, joined to the non-action of our 
last Legislature, proved a most powerful 
argument in favor of the Kuklux bill. Dis- 
order, wherever it occurs in the South, is 
justso much campaign material for the 
enemy. 

These drawbacks can only be overcome 
by the resolution of the Democratic lead - 
ers, They must be put down; and the 
people look to the leaders for counsel and 
help. Men like VAaLLANDIGHAM and 
Apams are a host in themselves. If the 
country were full of them the future would 
be assured to us and our children; and even 
as itis there is everything to hope from 
the wise and brave examples in patriotism 
and statesmanship which they have set 
betore the North and South. 


France and the Commune. 

If the cable did not bring us every day 
long accounts of the many human 
lives sacrificed in front of Paris, we 
might be induced to think that the present 
struggle in France was simply a literary 
war. GAMBETTA became famous in his 
day for the many proclamations he 
launched against the German invaders, 
which, however, failed utterly to drive 
them from the country, and at the present 
juncture Tuns indulges every day in a 
plamtive and tearful circular against the 
insurgents of Paris, although they do not 
seem to produce the slightest impression 
among the Communists. The latter, 
m their turn, are not iqdle either, 
and have proclaimed against the 
Legitimists more than once; but the most 
remarkable document Which we have yet 
seen in defense of this cause is an ad- 
dress of the Commune of Paris to the 
French people which appeared in the 
Journal Officiel de la Commune de Paris 
on the 20th of April last. This document 
is deserving a more lar notice inas- 
much as it is undoubtedly one of the ablest 
detenses of the Communist movement, 
and will surely be used as an authority in 
history. After haying disclaimed in the 
introduction all responsibility for the ter- 
rible events enacted in front of Paris, the 
Commune goes on to explain why the 
movement was inaugurated, and what it 
means to accomplish by the same. As its 
reason, it declares the fact that Paris had 
once more recOguized the necessity of 
bringing about the intellectual, moral, ad- 
ministrative and economical regeneration 
of France in order to restore it to glory 
and prosperity. 

This is very kind in Paris, althouga by no 
means complimentary to the rest ot France, 
which, according to Parisian ideas, ought 
to submit patiently to whatever the Pa- 
risians see fit to do. We hardly believe 
that the meanest hamlet in the country 
would so utterly abdicate in favor ot one 
city as to suffer such arrogance. As to the 
second point, what it expects to gain by 
the struggle the Commune demands: In 
the first place, the establishment of a red 
republic on a socialistic basis. Secondly, 
the complete autonomy or independence 
ot the Commune; the autonomy to be ex- 
tended to every locality of France, and to 
have no limits except those fixed by con- 
tract with the other independent French 
communities, all of which are to form the 
French Union, The unalterable rights of 
the Commune are to be to vote on the 
State and municipal taxes and import 
duties, the direction of all offices, the 
election of the judiciary, the police, and 
the management of the public schools and 
the public funds. It then also demands 
complete liberty of speech and the press. 
The national defenses are to be managed 
by the Commune, who is to name the 
officers and manage their eontingent to 
the national army. 


This 
first sight, in some measure, our doctrine 
ot State sovereignty, but, if we look a 
little closez, it is by far different, and even 
the most ardent advocate of State sov- 
ereignty in this country will not besitate 
to condemn the movement of the Parisians. 
In the first place, however baneful a 


strongly centralized government may act 


in ibis country, it is an induwpensable neces- 
effy for France fh its present condition and 


wich its present eurroundings. On this 


side of the ocean we have no such neigh- 
bors as Prussia, Austria and Russia, and 
no strong central military power is needed 
to keep our foes at bay ard preserve 
the integrity of our territory, while 
the immense sheet of water that 
separates us from the strong mili- 
tary monarchies of Europe gives us am- 
ple protection in that direction, so that 
great military strength, such as can be 
| given only by a centralized Government, 


is both superfigous and undesirable here. |

have shown only too well. The country 
would smk into the forlorn condition of 
the Italian republics during the Middle 
Ages, or of the South American republics 
at the present time, They would be even 
woree off than the latter, ſor there are a great 
deal more suffering and want in France 
than in those countries where every man 
that wishes to earn an honest living can 
wrest it but too easily trom the fertile 
soil, 

Thus France, divided and torn to pieces 
by civil wars, would be utterly powerless 
against its itoreign toes, who would 
do their best to foster and stim- 
ulate these deplorable dissen- 
siods. It would take dut little 
trouble to make it share the fate of un- 


we have all once admired in history, the 

France that once stood at the head of the 
nations, would exist no more. What is 
the blessing of our country would be the 
ruitt of France. N 

And then State sovereigaty, as we 
understand the meaning of the word, does 
not come up to the independent position 
demanded hy the Communists. What 
they want is a little too much of the good 
thing, and would not be appreciated, even 
here. Ever since their settlement by 
whites, most of our States have hada 
separate existence,and united only tor 
purposes of common defense. They have 
always existed as separate States, almost 

independent from each other. But the 

Commune demands the sudden division of 
a country which has always existed as an 
inseparable whole, not into a number of 


common defense, but into an immense 
number of independent communities 
united only by a contract of allianee, but 
without any common admunistration 
whatever. According to their pro- 
gramme every community has 
the right to a separate ad- 
ministration, no matter how small it 
is. If their programme were carried out 
the French Contederation would be com- 
posed of thirty-six thousand governments, 
each utterly independent from all the 
others, having complete control of all 
matters of public administration and de- 
tense. Such an idea, amazing as it 1s to 
men who are used to a free and well- 
regulated government, seems quite prac- 
tical to the fanatical hot-heads of Paris. 


Commune of Paris brings forward the 
most subtle arguments in defense of thig 
monstrous plan, which would deliver the 
country tied hand and foot to the Ger- 
mans. It concludes by appealing to every 
community of France to take up arms in 
its favor, stating at the same time that 
this idea of Communal independence must 
triumph, or Paru will bury herself in her 
ruins. 
Giant and a Second Term. 

That Grant will be the nominee of the 
Radicals in 72 is no longer queationable. 
He is, by his own avowal, a candidate, and 
is using every available agency in the in» 
terest of his nomination. His army of 
retainers are at work, and the necessities 
ot the party concur with their obsequious 
pipe-laying in assuming the result. 

For our part, we are well satisfied that it 
should be so. We believe there are few 
men in the country less fit than Grant for 
the bigh office of President, and we, 
therefore, believe that no man would be 
easier beat than he in a natural condition 
of national politics. He is as ill adapted 
to deal with the profound and delicate 
problems of State managemeat as is a 
trip-hammer to fashioning the hair- 
springs of a watch. He is a coarse and 
vulgar incompetent. Over and above all 
this, he is shallow, hard, narrow, Selfish 
and corrupt. He lacks the culture, bear- 
ing and instincts of ordinary gentility. 
The pretense of his partisans is that he is 
only at fault in delicacy of feeling and a 
sense of propriety. They claim that he is 
honest, and lay to the charge of his stu. 
pidity what can properly be credited only 
to avarice and venality. It is vain to tell 
us that the fact of his office-hold- 
ers being persons who have found 
their way to his patronage through 
gitt-beming is a mere coiucidence, and 
that GRAN r is above the influence of such 
paltry considerations. The lessons of 
common sense are not thus to be set at 
paught. The thing is too transparent. 
GRANT is to-day as corrupt as any carpet— 
bagger or negro of the South Carolina 
Legislature, His crime is worse than 
theirs by as much as his position is more 
conspicuous, his responsibilities more 
grave and his obligations to accuracy 
more imperative, and beyond this 
there is no degree of difference between 
him and them. There were thousands of 
men in the country in every way more 
capable ot serving it faithfully and 


appointees. Why then has he passed by 
the competent and selected the incompe- 
tent? Why bas he passed by those well. 
known, and m many instances emineut, to 
select the unknown and obscure. And 
why is it. thatno single man who has 
sought preferment at his hands has ever 
been allowed to go away unrequited, 
when be came with a present? If he had 
only, appointed some of those who made 
him presents, there would have been some 
to vindicate him from the charge ot bribe- 
ry. As the case stands the uniform ver- 
dict of unbiased minds must be against 
him. Hundreds have taken him their 
gifts; they have all been provided for, 
We know that if they had not made their 
‘offerings they would never have been 
thought of tor the positions they have re- 
ceived. From such facts but one conclu- 
sion is possible. It was bad enough to 
have made the Federal patronage a 
system for enriching his relatives, but 
when the remnant is openly farmed 
out to the highest bidder, the 
American poople may well demand 
that the author of this infamy shall be 
| given no additional opportunities to dis- 
| gust and humiliate them. We believe 


| that, with these matters properly pressed 
| Upon the attention of the people, they will 
| spurn GRANT as a leper; and.these are the 
| very smallest and trivialest of the objec- 


tions that may be urged against him. We 
are no alarmist, but our conviction is un- 
shaken that Grant isa foe to the liber- 
ties of our country, and, except the people 
exercise in very high degrees firmness and 
discretion, the destined subverter of our 
| Government.

The lady and child 
also deperied in a few minutes and left Mr. Bree- 
den and the negro alone. 

The second witness examiced was Henry Black, 
a colored boy about 12 years old, and who lives 
at Mr. Kennedy’s, a few miles in the country. 
He says that a bieck man, rather above the me- 
dium came dows the road about 5 o'clock, 
and s' atthe store of Mr. Breeden. He 
took two drinks of whisky, walked to the door 
fronting upon the pike, and after looking up and 
down the road several 8s returned inio the 
store. 

Mr. M. Wilkinson was ine third witness. He 
Was on his way home and passed the store about 

.@ quarter past 6 o’ciock. Mr. Breeden was then 

seated on the front porch and the colored man 
Was standing a ine tothe righ: of him. Mr, 
Wihikinson did not stop, but was saluted by 
Breeden as be passed. 

About 800 yards beyond the store Mr. W. met 
Mrs. — coming dome from an evening 
Viet. The lady went direct to the store and was 
overwhelmed with grief at ine sight of her lif+- 
less husband.
